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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have not filed appropriate terminal 
disclaimers over application serial nos. 10/699,529, 10/779,422, 10/699,508 and 10/699, 509. In addition, Applicants' arguments are not 
persuasive for the reasons of record set forth in the final Office action mailed on November 4, 2005. Applicants also argue that Kolosov et 
al only discloses a system and method for screeing a library of a multitude of genera of material samples, one of which may be a lubricant, 
and a lubricant can be a grease or jelly and not necessarily a lubricating oil composition comprising a base oil and an additive. In 
resposne to this argument, Applicants are directd to paragraph nos. 0042 and 0043 in Kolosov et al where it states that the materials 
screened using the high throughput system and method can include gels, greases and oils, and that each of these materials may have an 
additive therein. The lubricant material analyzed in Kolosov et al is not limited to a grease or jelly, but rather, can be an oil with an additive 
therein. Applicants argue that the Examiner has used hindsight in combining the teachings of Kolosov et al with O'Rear and Tolvanen et 
al. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must 
be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long 
as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). Applicants argue that Kolosov et al do not teach of the analysis of the sedimentation of particles in a 
material sample. However, in paragraph no. 0065 in Kolosov et al, the agglomeration or assemblage of molecules is listed as a property 
of interest in a material sample analyzed, and the agglomeration of particles is equivalent to the sedimentation of particles. The 
secondary references to O'Rear and Tolvanen et al provide the motivation to test lubricating oil compositions for storage stability by 
maintaining the samples at a predetermined temperature for a predetermined time and then measuring the sedimentation of particles 
therein. The primary reference to Kolosov et al provides the motivation to perform this stability testing in a high throughput system in order 
to analyze a greater number of samples in a shorter period of time. .
